THEY WERE TIRED OF LIFE, 


Mrs. M. J. Vesely Drinks Carbolic Acid— 
Another Asphyxiates Herself. 

Mrs. M. J. Vesely yesterday ended her life by 
taking carbolic acid. Three weeks ago she be- 
came a boarder at the house of Mrs. Lida Van 
Horn, No. 365 Wabash avenue. She was a mid- 
dle- aged lady of some 52 years, of prepossessing 
appearance, and pleasing disposition. Mrs. Vese- 
ly had been married for nine years, and had sep- 
arated from her husband. It is said that she had 
been a lady in high station, and had married her 
coachman after most approved Victoria Morisini 
style, and, like Victoria with her Hulskamp hus- 
band, speedily tired of her bargain. From what 
can be learned she appears to have educated 
the husband, as e is said to have 
an office and business in McCormick Block. 
About noon yesterday Mrs. Vesely said she was 
going out, and was charged with some commis- 
sions by Mrs. Van Horn. The latter lady went 
to her room and saw her stretched upon the bed 
dead. 5 

It was found that she had swallowed a glass of 
earbolic acid, the glass remaining by the bedside, 
and Mrs. Van Horn said she remembered that a 
few days before Mrs. Vesely had purchased some 
carbolic acid, saying she wished to use it in her 
bath. 

In the valise of the dead woman was found a 
small bottle of morphine, but the evidence 
- seemed to be conclusive that she had ended her 
life with the carbolic acid.

Mr. and Mrs. Vesely had been married nine 

ears, and for seven years had lived at No. 2576 
alumet avenue. 

Mrs. Prudence Deuster lies at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital almost unconscious, only rousing to 
that she may not be taken away in the patrol- 
wagon. She is separated from her husband. 
Night before last she engaged a room at No. 1521 
Wabash avenue, and that night was found lying 
across a table in her room unconscious. The 
room was full of gas. The cap had been removed 
from an unused fee vite. a chair under the jet 
indicating that she stood on it and inhaled 
the gas. At the hospital it was learned that she 
was 39 years old, a teacher, and that her nearest 
friend was Mrs. M. Shaw, Rockwood, N. V. She 
acknowl that she had deliberately inhaled 
suicidal intent.

RIDING TO THEIR DEATH. 


A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT ON THE BOSs- 
TON & MAINE ROAD, 


A Lightning Express Leaves the Track and 
Crashes into a Brick Building—Nine 
Dead Bodies Taken from the Wreck 
—Over Fifty Badly Wounded by the 
Disaster—Other Deaths May Ensue— 
The Cause of the Accident Not Yet 
Known. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 10.—[Special.|—A 
horrible railroad accident occurred this aft- 
ernoon at the further end of the Boston & 

Maine Railroad bridge leading from Haver- 

hill to Bradford, by which nine persons were 

killed and other fifty injured. Two cars of 
the passenger express which left Boston for 

Portiand at 1 o’clock went off the rail while 

rounding the sharp curve at Bradford. One 

report is that the forward trucks on the 
smoker broke and the car dropped upon the 
rail. The outward swing of the train sent 
the two passenger-cars behind the smoker 
straight into a brick roundhouse, a rod from 
the track. The lasttwo cars of the train ran 
off onasiding which is just at une point 
where the break occurred. The engine and 
the first two cars staid on the track, the 
third, the disabled smoker, being pulled along 
by the engine until it struck against the 
end of the bridge and was turned upon its 
side. The first news of an accident was 
spread by the sounding of the fire-alarm, and 
people poured by hundreds across tne bridge. 

At the head of the bridge was the smoker 

turned on its side. The passengers were 

seen crawling out of the windows, and what 
was moro fearful to see was smoke also com- 
ing from the end door. Further on, at the 
very end of the briage, was the wreck of two 
passenger-coaches, one-half of each smashed 
to kindling-wood, the whole covered with the 
ruins of the roundhouse, into which the cars 
had crashed when they left the rail. Men and 
women were to be seen, their faces covered 
with blood and their clothing torn to shreds, 
walking around in a dazed condition. Will- 
ing hands went rapidly at work and removed 
the bruised and bleeding forms of the injured 
passengers from the wrecked cars to the de- 
pot. ine bodies were taken out of the 
wreck, one a woman and one a little boy.

There 
is a considerable fall in the grade of the road- 
bed between Ward Hill, a signal station two 
miles nearer Lawrence, and the Bradford 
station. The express-trains increase their

ing the bridge. The Georgetown branch 
leaves the main track in the 
Bradford station, but the accident occurred a 
few yards beyond the switch. The train 
usually siows down to take the bridge, but 
today ieft the track a few feet from the turn. 
It cannot yet be stated positively whether 
the accident was due to the b of a 
car truck, the s g of the rails, or the 
unusual speed of the train rounding a sharp 
curve on a frosty and slippery track. All of 
the injured whom it was possible to move 
have been taken to private houses in Brad- 
ford or conveyed across the river to Haver- 
hill.

KILLED HIS MAN IN A FIGHT. 


Young J. C. Talmage Commits Marder in 
Brunswick, Mo. 

BRUNSWICK, Mo., Jan. 10.—J. C. Talmage, son 
of the late A. A. Talmage, shot and killed the 
night telegraph operator, C. J. Tidd, at this 
place, at 7:15 o’clock last night. They had 
quarreled Saturday night over a telegraph or- 
der, and the quarrel was renewed Monday night 

1 the depot office. In the scuffle that ensued 
Tidd got Talmage down and was punching him, 
when Talmage drew his revolver and shot him 
through the heart, killing him almost instantly. 


Tidd was a man about 30 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and one child. almage is about 
20, and was conductor of a freight-train on the 
Omaha branch of the Wabash Western Railroad. 
Talmage is in the hands of the Sheriff. 

[Young Talmage is the son of the late A. A. 
Talmage, who was General Manager of the Wa- 
bash Road. While he was wealthy and lived in 
luxurious style, he remembered the price of his 
possessions and sought to inculcate habits of 
thrift and industry in his sons and daughter. At 
tender years the boys were sent away to school, 
whence they were removed only to be trans- 
ferred to active life on the at railway systems 
of the country. Col. Talmage believed in a 
practical education and led his sons to under- 
stand that the best groundwork for a powerful ex- 
ecutive mind was found among the toilersin the 
lowest ranks of railway life. At the time of Col. 
riper ace death James C. Talmage, the young- 
est of the family, was braking on a freight-train 
on the Wabash, between Peru, Ind., and Toledo, 
and was within a few hours’ ride of the former 
point when his father breathed his last. He has 
always been known as a bright, energetic youth 
of great promise, whose prospects of establishing 
a National reputation some day as a man- 
ager were eemed most favorable. He 
showed great aptitude for railway business 
and was gifted with an independent style that 
made his companions forget the vast difference 
in their respective stations in life. This free- 
and-easy bea rendered the youth extremely 
‘popular. His ends say that he was never

DYNAMITE DOES DEADLY WORK. 


The Stable of a Kentuckian Blown Up and 
an Employe Fatally Hurt. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 10.—(Special.]—The 
stable of Thomas Lewis, a wealthy farmer near 
Pleasure Ridge Park, was blown up by dynamite 
early last evening. William S. Bell, who is em- 
ployed on the farm, had gone theré to do some 
work. He had opened the door and stepped in- 
side the large feed-room when the explosion oc- 


curred. The la building was lifted from its 
foundation an overturned. A portion of 
it was biown into air and 
the fragments sent fly in ev direc- 
tion. Bell was caught under a pile of débris 
and badly hurt. His head was cut and his body 
crushed, several bones being broken. Mr. Lewis 
and several others who were at the house rushed 
to the scene and managed to pull him from his 
perilous position. By that time a fire had start- 
ed in the ruins, and the mass was in flames in a 
few minutes. Seven blooded horses, ten mules, 
and six cows were penned in by the falling tim- 
bers and burned to death. Bell is in a dying con- 
dition. There is no clew to the perpetrators. 


A Desperate Man Captured. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 10.—(Special.}—Last 
October Sheriff Paul of Morgan County, with an 
assistant, arrested: Emmet Gray at Greencastle 
on a charge of robbery, and while they were try- 
ing to handcuff him he made a desperate fight 
and got away from the twomen.

SERIOUS MIDNIGHT. FIRE. 


THE BUILDING AT THE EAST END OF 


MADISON STREET BRIDGE BURNED, 


The Loss Will Reach $150,000—Narrow 
Escape of A. Ellinger and Joe Green- 


berg from the Second Floor—Ellinger 


the Heaviest Loser—The Building, Its 
Owner and Occupants—The Extreme 
Cold Freezes Everything — Firemen’s 
Hard Fight. 

About 11:30 last night a sheet of flame 
burst through the east windows of the second 
floor of the three-story and basement brick 
building Nos. 278 to 286 East Madison street, 
adjoining the river. At the same time a cry 
of * Fire!” came from an open window on 
the top floor, where a boy’s head was visibie. 
Several passers-by took up the cry, and one 
of them ran to the corner of Market and 
Madison streets and turned in an alarm. The 
boy on the top floor, hatless and coat- 
less, climbed out on the ledge of 
the window, and, grasping the fire- 
escape, descended the iron adder. 
It reached only to the top of the first story, 
forty feet from the sidewalk. When the boy 
got there he stopped. Seeing the flames 
belching trom the windows a few feet east 
of him, he climbed excitedly over a large 
sign—*“ A. Ellinger & Co.“ —-and was prepar- 
ing for a ieap when a warning shout trom 
below recalled him to his senses, and he 
climbed back to await the coming of the 
hook and ladder company. In a moment the 


‘firemen arrived, and a short ladder was 


quickly hoisted to the boy. He was taken 
down badly scared but uninjured. No sooner 
had he reached the ground than. the front 
door of the building was burst open and 
a young man minus coat and hat, and 
with several cuts and burns about his head 
rushed out. He turned immediately round 
and ran back into the building, crying: “* My 
name’s Ellinger. I want to get my coat. 
Wait till I come down and Lil talk to you.” 
A few minutes later he came rushing down 
the stairs again, his trip having been unsuc- 
cessful. As he took shelter in a store on the 
opposit side of the street he said: 

„I occupy the two upper stories of the

On the first floor were three companies each 
carrying a large stock of silk stuffs, princi- 
pally worsteds and spool silk. Water dam- 
aged their stock almost as much as fire could 
have done. The Nonotuck Silk Company oc- 
cupied Nos. 280 and 282 with the Corticelli 
—— Silk Company, and the Nonantum 

orsted Company occupied No, 284. In the 
basement were Joseph Sugar, clothing, No. 
278: Broadway & Treyser. bill posting, No. 
280; and T. J. Shay & Co., boots and shoes, 
Nos. 284 and 286. Jonn A. Griffith hada 
large stock of tailors’ ‘trimmings, largely 
silks, on the first floor of Nos. and 286, 
which are badly damaged by water. 

The fire was an exceedingly obstinate one to 
fight. A second alarm was turned in four 
minutes after the first, and half an hour later 
a third was given. ‘The fireboat Chi ren- 
dered effective assistance. A very high west 
wind was blowing, and, with the tempera- 
ture below zero, the strong streams of water 
were sprayed into icy sheets before they 
reached the building. The firemen were 
coated in ice, the street was paved with solid 
ice, and the building presented a facade of 
ice, with a background of ee red. 
flames. Everything was white. The bridge 
was painted white, and the fire apparatus 
was buried under a white load of ice.

{Menard is the first of the pioneer statesmen of 
Illinois to be perpetuated in bronze, and his is 
the first statue of any kind erected to the mem- 
ory of any one to adorn the Capitol grounds at 
Springfield. The statue is life size aud rests 
upon a granit pedestal ten feet in hight. Menard 
1s represented in the act of bartering with an 
Indian for furs and pelts. The Indian is seated 
on a bale of pelts, holding in his right hand the 
skin of an animal. In his left hand, and resting 
upon the left arm, is the “pipe of peace.“ Iili- 
nois. is indebted to a private citizen of 
St. Louis for this mark of respect to one of 
her pioneer citizens and this contribution of the 
sculptor’s art in the embellishment of the Capi- 
tol grounds. The matter was brought about 
somewhat by accident and in this way: Charles 
P. Chouteau, a wealthy citizen of St. Louis, was, 
in 1884, visiting the late E. B. Washburne at his 
home in Chicago. Among the various topics 
talked over by the friends during Mr. Chouteau's 
visit was the lifelong friendship that existed be- 
tween the latter's father and Pierre Menard. 
Mr. Washburne suggested that it. would be a 
handsome thing for Mr. Chouteau, in view of this 
friendship, to erect a monument to Gov. Me- 
nard's memory in the Capitol grounds at Spring- 
field. Mr. Chouteau replied promptly that it 
would afford him much pleasure to do so, and 
indicated his willingness to expend the 
sum of $10,000 for the purpose if Mr. Washburne 
would undertake to attendto the details of pro- 
curing a design and making the contract for the 
work of erection.

lation as will, in their judgment. be required to 
3 the people of the United States against 
artificial enhancement of the prices of 
articles of inter-State commerce. That the com- 
mission hereby created, or either of them, shail 
have power to require the attendance and testi- 
mony of witnesses or the production of con 
tracts, agreements, and documents between par- 
ties of different States or countries relating to 
the matter under investigation and to adminis- 
ter oaths, and to that end may invoke-+ke aid of 
any court of the United States in requiring the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of —4 and documents under the 
provisions of this section.

Field, one of Hepburn’s w st adherehts, 
had affixed his signature to the document. 
It appears upon investigation that the Wil- 
son men first signed the call and then offered 
it to Field, who comes from Page, Hepburn’s 
own county. Mr. Field says he was told the 
document was nothing more nor less than a 
call for a committee meeting, and without 
reading promptly signed the paper. Another 
Hepburnite, seeing Field's name, promptly 
followed suit, ana the demand for a caucus 
tonight was virtually made unanimous. The 
candidates for the State Printership assisted 
in the scheme, inasmuch as they were in sus- 
pense and wanted immediate action. Field 
was greatly exercised when he learned the 
full meaning and purportof the document, 
and declared that he had been roped into 
signing a patent-right note. Hepburn’s fol- 
lowers were very indi t about the mat- 
ter, declaring they had been grossly deceived 
in the premises. Nobody ever heard of such 
a procedure, and a Tuesday night Senatorial 
caucus was without precedent in Iowa. But 
complaints and remonstrances were unavail- 
ing. Senator Woolson of Mount Pleasant 
had the call and the minority was compelied 
to face the music. All day long the opposi- 
tion endeavored to create enough senti- 
ment to postpone action on the 
Senatorship until Friday —— Thurs- 
day would do, dut day was 
thought to be better. The Republican legis- 
lators were ap ed to, but the effort ap- 
to be futile and unavailing.

New York, Jan. 10.—[Special.]—The jury 
in the famous Campbell-Arbuckle breach of 
promise suit prepared a sealed verdict last 
evening, and this morning speculation was 
rife as to the contents of the envelope in the 
foreman’s pocket.

Neither the plaintiff nor the defendant 
was present. Promptly at half after 10 
the officer rapped for order, and Judge Miles 
Beach entered and took his seat on the bench.

Gentlemen, have you agreed upon the 
verdict?” asked the Clerk. 

The foreman handed up a big yellow en- 
velope to Judge Beach, who opened it, 
glanced at the result and passed it to the 
Clerk. In a loud voice Mr. Lyon announced 
the result: | 

“Forty-five thousand dollars damages for 
the plaintiff.” x 

There was some applause at the verdict; 
some whistling indicated surprise, and phews 
were heard from a number of the old gray- 
beards and bald-heads who have been so reg- 
ular in their attendance during the tral.

As soon as order was restored young Attor- 
ney Tilney hastened toward the bench. His 
face tola the disappointment he felt, not only 
for himself but for Millionaire Arbuckle, his 
chent.

During the afternoon the judgment st 
Arbuckle was entered in the County Clerk’s 
office. Arbuckle is abundantly able to 
the amount called for by the verdict, if it 
stands. He has a big wholesale coffee estab- 
lishment at No. 111 Front street in this city 
and vast milis in Brooklyn and Pittsburg 
besides other large interests. It was said 
at the opening of the that he 
was worth $1,050,000 five years ago and 
that his possessions have greatly increased 
since that time.

On the most reliable authority it 
was asserted today that before the suit came 
up for trial Mr. Arbuckle offered to give Miss 
Campbell $10,000 as a compromise if she 
would discontinue the E and that 
she refused to accept t amount.

Miss Campbell when seen in the afternoon 
said: “I am exceedingly gratified at the re- 
sult of the trial, and feel that the verdict of 
the jury is a complete vindication of my 
character, which was so need ed 
by Mr. Arbuckle, and a justitication of the 
course I have —— It was with great re- 
luctance that 1 brought es to the point of 
suing Mr. Arbuckle, but I felt that my good 
name and position among my relatives and 
friends it.“ a 

Miss Campbell said that her plans for the 
future were yet uncertain. She hoped to be 
abie to return to her home in Ironton, O., be- 
fore the thirty days’ limit for taking an ap- 
peal had expired, but she did not know 
whether she would be able to doso. She 
said she was sick in both body and mind and 
wanted a change of scene. appearance 
did not belie her words.

BUSINESS-MEN ALARMED. 


Banker Baldwin’s Action Causes a Profound 
Sensation. 

New Tonk, Jan. 10.—[Special.|—Wail 
street men talked of the action of ex-Presi- 
dent Baldwin of the Fourth National Bank 
with a deal of surprised interest. Stock ex- 


change operators have been in the habit of | 


swearing by the weekly bank statements. 
Indeed, Saturday the stock market is some- 
times entirely influenced by the supposed fa- 
vorable or unfavorable nature of this report. 
The disclosures of the Fourth National irreg- 
ularities, wherein the amount of money on 
hand was falsely stated so as to conceal the 
state of the reserve, was a rude shock to the 
street, and at onco raised the questions, 
„Can the bank statement ever be depended 
upon to tell the truth?’ “If one bank can 
systematically monkey with the and 
misstate its condition, don’t other banks do 


the same!“ 

These were not pleasant questions, be- 
cause there seemed to be only one answer. 
The conclusion seemed unavoidable that the 
bank statement can no longer be depended 
upon, and that certain bank Presidents—like 
some railroad Presidents—will not tell the 
public the truth when it is not favorable to 
their institutions. It is one of the severest 
shocks we have had in years, said a vet- 
eran Wall street man. The bank state- 
ment has always been looked upon every 
week as Gospel, and now we find that itis 
not the 3 but an Apocryphal book. 
There is no doubt whatever that Mr. Bald- 
winis by no means the only bank President 
who has misrepresented the condition of his 
bank. He was discovered only by accident, 
and the chance that went against him—after 
he carried on the thing for some time—hap- 
pened to go in favor of other bank 
officers who had done the same thing. 
The fact that came out today that it has been 
known to Wall street brokers for a month 
and more that Baldwin was monkeying with 
the figures isin itself pretty good evidence 
that other banks have been doing it, or at 
least conniving at it. Mr. Baldwin is a 
feliow and he meant no harm, but he vio 
the law. The worst consequence of his act 
is that he has destroyea public confidence in 
the integrity of the bank statements. He 
has added an element of distrust which will 
be far reaching and will never be forgotten.’ 

And this was about what everybody in Wall 
street said except the bank Presidents. Of 
course their end was to belittle the whole 
thing, and they did it unanimously. Presi- 
dent Coe of the American Exchange Bank 
said that there had been no harm done; it 
was merely an error of judgment on the part 
of Mr. Baldwin. President Tappan of the 
Gallatin National declared that there seemed 
no way of preventing such mistakes as that 
of Mr. Baldwin’s. It was one of those occult 
things which chance had revealed. President 
Olcott of the Central Trust Company said he 
never heard of any other bank as the 
Fourth National nk had done.

GROWING OPPOSITION TO LAMAR. 

Notwithstanding all the demands of 
“Senatorial courtesy a majority of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee has reported 
adversely on the nomination of Lamar 
as a Justice of the Supreme Court. The 
more inquiry is made into the question of 
Lamar’s fitness for this high post the 
worse the case against him becomes and the 
stronger the reasons against his confirmation. 
Evarts’ speech against Lamar undoubtedly 
voiced the general sentiment of the lawyers 
practicing in the Supreme Court—a senti- 
ment that would receive unanimous expres- 
sion but for partisan reasons and influences. 
Lamar is unknown as a lawyer and never 
had any practice to speak of; the only point 
in his career at the bar that ever made any 
impression being the fact that he was once 
disbarred for ten days for giving way to his 
hot temper and getting into contempt of court. 
He never had but one case of any impor- 
tance, and in that he appeared for partisan 
reasons to defend a band of Ku-Klux. Se- 
cessionism_rather than law has been the great 
study and pursuit of Lamar’s Ute. He still 
holds that some, if not all, the Southern 
States were justified in seceding; doubts the 
vahdity of the war amendments to the Con- 
stitution; does not believe in “an indestruct- 
wie Union of indestructible States; ad- 
| mires John C. Calhoun, and is a partisan and 
defender of Jeff Davis. What possible jus- 
tification had Cleveland for naming such a 
man for appointment to the Supreme bench! 
It is a serious matter to put a dangerous, 
unfit man on Supreme bench—one who 
once took an oath to support the Constitution 
of the United States and broke it by turn- 
{ng traitor and engagifig in rebellion. But 
aside from Lamar's record on National doc- 
trines and questions he seems strangely unfit 
for a Justice of the Supreme Court. Lack- 
ing legal training, he is now beyond the 
agreed age for confirmation and he cannot be 
confirmed without the violation of a just and 
proper rule which the Senate has rigidly en- 
forced against abler, better, and more de- 


| serving men. Then, too, he has proved him- 


self a pliant tool of corporate monopoly, as 
was shown in the Interior Department when 
he ousted Sparks, restored the rotten indem- 
nity rule, and hastily turned over to the rail- 
roads hundreds of thousands of acres with- 
held from them by previous Republican Ad- 
ministrations, and to which they had no 
title. 

The truth is Lamar has been nominated 
for the Supreme bench solely because of his 
record as a secessionist and a Rebel. Cleve- 
land would never have thought of naming 
for such a post a Northern man 66 years of 
age, unknown to the courts and without le- 
gal or judicial training. If Lamar lived in 
the North his name would not have 
been taken into consideration in con- 
nection with the vacancy in the Zu- 
preme Court. His prominence as a 


‘secession advocate and Rebel, as an admirer 


of Calhoun and friend of Jeff Davis, alone 
account for his selection by Cleveland. 


| There is absolutely nothing else on which his 


candidacy for the Supreme bench can be 
based. The Republican Senators must ac- 
cept the issue as Cleveland has made it. Let 
them say whether a man otherwise unfit is 
made eligible to the Supreme bench because 
he broke his oath to support the Constitution 
of the United States, advocated disunion, 
engaged in rebellion, disputed the vaiidity of 
the war amendments, and still glorifies Cal- 
hounism and lauds Jeff Davis. The Repub- 
hieans of Illinois look to the Senators from 
this State to use every effort to defeat the 
confirmation of ‘Lamar.

‘FARMERS DI DEMANDING REDUCED TAXES. 


The Farmers’ Alliance at Tiskilwa, Bureau 
County, III., adopted, with only one dissent- 


‘ing vote, a memorial to Congress asking a re- 
duction of 100 millions in National taxes, and 


demanding that in makihg such reduction 
Congress shall place on the free list lum- 
ber, salt, sugar, wool, coal, and copper.“ 
The memorial favors also reduction in the 
rates of duties, and protests against re- 
moving taxes from spirits and tobacco, 
leaving untouched oppressive taxes on the 
necessaries of life.“ The petition of the 
farmers is sufficiently explicit for the 
guidance of Congressmen, and the demand 
for the removal of the wool tariff is particn- 
larly noticeable as showing that this duty, 
always a favorit with demagogs, can no 
longer be pulled over the eyes of the agricult- 
ural class to blind them to the inequalities 
and hardships of excessive taxation. This 
sort of demagogy and fraudulent de- 
ception has had its day. Tne farmers 
demand free wool as well as free lumber, 
salt, sugar, coal, and copper. Nor are they 
to be hoodwinked by the artful attempt to 
cheapen whisky and tobacco while keeping 
up high rates on necessaries. The resolu- 
tions of the Bureau County Alliance indicate 
plainly enough how such wicked and demor- 
alizing schemes will be regarded by the 
farmers. 

Bureau County belongs to the Seventh Con- 
gressional District, which inciudes also the 
counties of Henry, Lee, Putnam, and White- 
side—an almost purely farming district, witn 
not 2 per cent of its industries to be benefited 
by retaining the existing war taxes. 
however, would be greatly relieved by cut- 
ting down this taxation one half.

So with the farmers 
throughout the State. The remedy is in their 
own hands. Of the twenty Congressional 
districts in this State sixteen are controlled 
absolutely by thé farmers, and they can com- 
pel their Representatives to vote for reduced 
taxation under the pain and penalty of de- 
feat next fall. Congressmen from agricult- 
ural districts who will persist in misrepre- 
senting the interests of the overtaxea and 
burdened farmers should be made to feel the 
resentment of their constituents next No- 
vember. With ten millions per month of ex- 
cessive revenue flowing into the National 
Treasury itis high time to cut down taxes 
and give some relief to the greatest, worst 
burdened, poorest paid, and * protected 
of American industries. 

The memorial of the Nebraska Farmers’ 
Alliance is in line with that of the alliance at 
Tiskilwa. The Nebraska farmers “ earnestly 


protest against the removal of taxes from 


whisky and tobacco, and as earnestly pray 
for relief from taxation upon iron, coal, salt, 
lumber, wool, woolen goods, and sugar.“ This 
demand leaves nothing for explanation, but 
still the Nebraska Alliance takes care to add 
that “free trade is not asked for, although 
the farmers have but little or no benefit from 
protection.“ They desire simply that taxa- 
tion be reduced to the needs of the Govern- 
ment, and that the reform be effected by 
making raw material free and effecting the 
largest reductions by adding to the free list 
and lessening the rate on articles of neces- 
sity. Western Congressmen can see from 
these resolutions and others of like import 
that the issue before the country is clearly 
understood by Western farmers, and that 
there will be no opportunity whatever for 
evasion, demagogy, or false pretense. The 
question of relief from needless and burden- 
some overtaxation must be squarely and 
promptly met by members of ‘Congress from 
the West. 


BLAIR’S BILL TO PROMOTE MENDICANCY. 

Senator Blair’s bill to promote mendicancy 
in the South by appropriating money from 
the public Treasury to aid schools through- 
out the States in general, but particularly in 
that section, is once more wasting time in 
Congress which might be devoted to some- 
thing more useful than the New Hampshire 
Senator’s extraordinary vagaries. The bill 
has been defeated once with an emphasis that 
ought to have assured itsquietus. Following 
up that defeat the Senator’s own State, 
through its Legislature, upon the Senator’s 
own motion for an expression of opinion, has 
pronounced inexpedient the legislation which 
he desires. But, undaunted by defeat and 
evidently impressed with the belief that the 
immense amount of money involved in the 
bill will be a temptation to Southern Con- 
gressmen, he has once more introduced his 
superfluous and mischievous measure and 18 
pushing it forward with his customary as- 
siduity. 

If the area of illiteracy in the South were 
hopeless, if it were dangerous to the general 
prosperity of the country, and if those States 
were powerless to lessen or remove it tlie 
Blair bill might be regarded with some de- 
gree of favor, though even then it would be 
questioned whether such paternalism of gov. 
ernment is warranted by its traditions and 
spirit. But, waiving all these considerations, 
the bill is mischievous and supertiuous on its 
own merits. It cannot affect the illiterates 
because, as has been ‘shown over and over 
again, the great mass of them are too old to 
go to school, and the statistics show that the 
South is educating the rising generation of 
children, so there is no danger they will 
be illiterates. This of itself is sufficient to 
knock the foundation out from under the 
Blair bill. 

The New York Hvening Post, which has been 
a diligent collector of educational statistics 
in the South, has obtained all the reports 
that have been made since the defeat of the 
Blair bill, and is thus enabled to cover the 
progress which has been made during the 
lastfour years, particularly in all parts of 
the South. Its figures will furnish cold com- 
fort for the advocates of this pernicious 
measure. They show that in every State in 
the South except South Carolina there is a 
larger proportion of children of school age 
enrolled in the public schools than in Mr. 
Blair’s own State, though Mr. Blair will hard- 
ly claim that he expected New Hampshire to 
need any benefit in the general distribution. 
In Virginia and West Virginia there has been 
a gratifying imcrease in every direction, and 
the State Superintendents are urging a still 
further extension of the school year. In 
Tennessee during the last four years the 
school tax has béen doubled and the county 
authorities are talking of doubling the local 
funds. In Alabama during the same period 
the number of schools has increased by near- 
ly a thousand, and the number of pupils as 
well as the amount of the school fund has 
doubled. In Arkansas and Georgia there has 
been a treble increase in every direction. In 
Texas the influence of the bill would be 
pernicious to an extreme degree. The Gal- 
veston News asserts that while Texas would 
receive $600,000, the school age would have 
to be extended, which would increase the 
school population 20 per cent. To take care 
of this increase the Government’s bounty 
would amount to only $5 per capita. But 
when that bounty lapsed the State would 
have 150,000 children in its schools beyond 
the present number, who could only be pro- 
vided for by an increase of 100 per centin the 
school tax, though the school fund this year 
amounts to 83, 100, 000. The result of the bill 
in Texas would be repeated ali over the 
South. It is not only not needed, educational 
progress being well assured already, but it 
would have a positively damaging result by 
deranging the entire school system of the 
South. It would at once check all self-effort 
and offer a premium for mendicancy. The 
men who are now putting their hands into 
their pockets and working for education 
would take them out, quit all effort to bnild 
up their system, and rely upon the General 
Government. It is not even necessary to 
indicate the mischievous results of such a 


policy. 


A PROTECTION VIEW OF TARIFF REFORM. 
The largest and probably most successful 
establishment in this country for bleaching 
and dyeing textile fabrics is located in the 
State of Maine, and is now, as it has been 
for nearly fifty years, managed by Mr. James 
Dempsey, an avowed protectionist but a 
firm believer in the economic policy to which 
the Republican. party committed itself by 
its last National platform. He points out in 
an interview published in Tun Tarisunsz of 
Tuesday that the present tariff on our raw 
material, especially chemicals and dyestuffs, 
is the very oppositof protective. The free 
list contains several comparatively unimpor- 
tant articles of which this country uses 
about six million dollars“ worth a year, the 
two chief being crude tartar and logwood; 
but the dutiabie articles include the main 
materials for bleaching and dyeing. This 
branch of the tariff operates as a vise in 
which an important branch of manufact 
industry is held with no hope of — 2 
cept through freelisting.

Is it possible that all 
the members of Cngress fromi Maine—Sena- 
tors and Represenatives ha ve q little com- 
mon sense or busiess sagacity as to be ig- 
norant of the simplest elements of political 
economy ?

“Ald. Manierre hd the following order 
ready to present tathe Council Monday even- 
ing, but was prevated from doing so by. the 
prolonged discusspn of the Yerkes West 
Side ordinance.” B will probably present it 
at the next meetin!: 


Ordered, That the Law Department be and it

located within 200 fat of a church, synagog, or 
school; that in all cées of new applications for 
hoenses the concurence of a majority of the 

roperty-owners reident and persons Gotag 

usiness in the block or square where the 
posed saloon is to belocated shall be require an 
writing; that in all 2 the bond affixed by the 
saloon eeper shall b signed by # oan maby ? owners 
residing in or . ow Spoon within the limits of 
the ward in which tle saloon is located. 


This isa move it the right direction. It 
may be that the Ciuncil will not accept ail 
of the recommendaions of the City Collect- 
or, but the Aldermm should at least be given 
an opportunity to ge on record on the various 
questions presentec by this order. Some of 
the suggestions tre so. palpably in the 
interest of order, @cency, and good govern- 
ment that there should be no question of 
their adoption. II is a disgrace to the city 
that saloons are ltensed in the immediate 
vicinity, and fpquentiy alongside, of 
churche; and schods. The practice ought to 
be suppressed wittout unnecessary delay. 

As it appears tlat the police authorities 
do not fully uiderstand that parties, 
public or private have no right under 
the law to sell liquor m amusement 
halls, at fairs, entrtainments, and dances, 
an ordinance seems necessary to prevent the 
illegal practice and to provide properly for 
its punishment. Even the Superintendent 
of Police seems to have loose notions about 
this phase of thé*iqtior traffic: The proposal 
to have the yearly fee paid in advance is in- 
tended to carry out the law in the spirit of 
its enactment.’ Most of the better class of 
saloonkeepers favor the proposal because it 
will drive out of the business the “ bush- 
whackers who hang on from term to term 
in the hope that “times may improve.” 
Many of the better kind of saloonkeepers 
now pay the yearly fee in advance. Three- 
fourths of them would be satisfied to pay in 
the same way if it were made a general rule. 

Only the cheap doggerykeepers object to 
reasonable restriction of the liquor traffic. 
Such fellows thrive on the verge of illegality 
and howl because their questionable pro- 
ceedings are interfered with. They presume 
to speak in the name of all, and ask why they 


should be submitted to stricter regulations 


than persons engaged in any other business. 
The answer is, that their business necessarily 
leads to disorder. A tea store would not be al- 
lowed beside a church or school if it were the 
scene of nightly brawls, of card-playing, the 
resort of drinking, swearing men, of working- 
men who foolishly spend their earnings there, 
and who are sent reeling to their homes to 
abuse, perhaps maltreat, their families. As 
long as saloons may become the scenes 
of such proceedings or provocative 
thereof saloonkeepers of every kind, 
reputable and disreputable, good and 
bad, must expect that municipal govern- 
ments will place severe though reasonable 
restrictions on them. Without such restric- 
tions they would become intolerable. High 
license, reasonably and properly enforced, is 
the only barrier against prohibition in the 
present temper of the American people in al- 
most every State of the Union. 

Aid. Manierre’s ordinance will bring all 
the phases of the liquor traffic up for discus- 
sion in the Council at an early date. The 
saloonkeepers and their friends will do well 
to consider seriously the way in which the 
question is hkely to present itself to the aver- 
age citizen.

POLITICS IN LOUISIANA. 

The political squabble in Louisiana over the 
State offices is broadening out into a Nation- 
alissue. The two factions of the Democracy 
cannot harmonize their differences, The re- 
sult is liable to be the defeat of the ticket 
putin the fleld by the Baton Rouge conven- 
tion. The faction now in control of the ma- 
chinery of State politics has been beaten, and 
at most can only secure the nomination of a 
dark-horse candidate for Governor. Gov. 
McEnery must step aside, and with him his 
present associates in official life, including 
the best-known citizen and most astute pol- 
itician in the State, Maj. E. A. Burke, now 
State Treasurer. Unless the outgoers are al- 
lowed to name their successors from among 
the hungry and expectant Democracy, 
which is not likely to be the case, a sudden 
spasm of political virtue may be looked for. 
Gov. McEnery lost no time in serving notice 
on the delegates to the convention that the 
nomination of his opponent, Nicholis, would 
resultin a free ballot,an honest registra- 
tion, anda fair count. Such an announce- 
ment in any Northern State would be regara- 
ed as entirely superfluous and an unwarrant- 
able reflection on previous elections. But in 
this case it was exactly appropriate to the 
occasion, and fell from the lips of the one 
man of all others who can make good his 
threat. 

There would de a certain poetic justice in 
all this if ex Gov. Nicholls should occasion a 
schism in the Louisiana Democracy from 
which the Republicans could profit. Nicholls 
was the Democratic candidate for Governor 
in 1876, and although he receivea less votes 
than did, the Tilden Electors he won and Til- 
den lost. He may possibly play as important 
a part in the Presidential election of 1888 
as he did in the one of i876 An 
honest election next April, when the new 


“oa in davis Gant Watauliie wud eet | 
State. On a fair election the Republicans 
could carry Louisiana by at least 15,000, but 


in 1884 Cleveland scored a fraudulent major- 


ity of 15,787, and in the April previous Gov. 
McEnery had two votes to one for his Repub- 
lican opponent, Stevenson. No State in the 
Union has so vile a bolitical record as Louisi- 
ana. It began early and has continued to 
trample on the right of suffrage. As long 
ago as 1844 a Democrat owed in part 
his election as President of the United 
States to Louisiana frauds. James K. Polk 
was aided in reaching the Presidential 
chair by gross cheating in.the Sugar State. 
No one denies this now. The carrying of 
partisan or tactional animosity to the length 
of defeating the will of the majority islooxed 
upon down thére as quite a matter in course. 
Louisiana has eight Electoral College votes. 
They were the balance of power in 1876, and 
may be again this year. Assuming that 
every other State should go this year as it 
did last the vote of Louisiana would be in- 
consequential; but with that State safely 
secure for the Republicans New York would 
cease to be master of the situation. With 
that transfer alone the result would be, 
Democrats, 211; Republicans, 190. A change 
of eleven votes more would give the Repub- 
licans the victory. Thatis just the number 
of votes North Carolina has, one less than Vir- 
ginia, and four less than Indiana. The three 
States just named are as much fighting ground 
as New York, and Indiana shows a specially 
strong inclination to go Republican. But this 
consideration will not deter the Louisiana De- 
mocracy from attaching more importance to 
State than to National politics. The Tilden 
managers miscalculated when they assumed 
the contrary eleven.years ago. The very 
leaders of the McEnery forces of today have 
not hesitated to say in the unimpassioned and 
semi-confidential discussion of the final strug- 
gie of 1877, that as between having their own 
way in State and Natignal politics they pre- 
ferred the former and would always act ac- 
cordingly, When, therefore, Goy. McEnery 
threatens to let the Republicans have an 
honest election and a fair count (another way 
of threatening to turn the State over to the 
Republicans if his faction is sat down upon), 
it may be understood that no considerations 
of National politics will prevent his doing it, 
especially as the McEnery crowd has been 
snubbed at Washington. The President has 
identified himself with the Nicholls faction 
from the first and seemed to take particular 
pleasure in ignoring the wishes of the fac- 
tion in local control. With all these possi- 
bilities, not to say probabilities, in sight, 
Louisiana may virtually open the Presiden- 
tial campaign of the year and make many 
changes on the political chess-board by its 
Gubernatorial contest, closing in April. 


THE IMPERSONALITY OF THE PRESS. 

At the entertainment given by the Andrew 
Jackson League in this city Monday evening 
Mr. William C. Goudy, speaking on “ The 
Supremacy of the Law,“ devoted a part of 
his discourse to the public press, setting 
forth its power in making and unmaking can- 
didates for political office, in enacting and de- 
feating law, and lamenting its potency for 
evil as well as for good. Speaxing from the 
evil standpoint Mr. Goudy said: 


Who exercises this immense power The press, 
the newspaper. But that is w ye impersonal, 
and therein lies the danger. The Herald writer 
ay Ay Gov. Hawley, who represents his State 
e United States Senate, or the = just out 
of college earning his $10 per week, There may 
even be apparent edito articles, but, in fact, 
written to r some corrupt scheme, for 
which $1 a tine is paid. The matter may be 
prompted by * TO or malice, by benevolence 
or selfishness, b 1 or treason. There 
is no person eniit the credit or discredit, as . 
the case ma power being unknown, 
unseen, and 4 . 2 too dangerous to be 
tolerated. The 2 by suit for libel is the 
only one allowed by law, and this is inadequate. 
While personal reputation may be protected 
from libelous publications, this does not remove 
the danger. I have a simple remedy to suggest 
which will go far toward preventing the present 
evils, and to which — man connected with 
this profession will cheerfully assent. It is this: 
Leta statute be enacted which will require the 
name of the writer of every article to given 
with it. This should be done whether the — 

be editorial, communication, or news. Then th 
per 


person who is now impersonal will become 
sonal. Let the same rule be applied by 
which every Yama newspaper manager adopts 
in his own office—that anonymous matter will — 
be published. Then a dangerous and unrestrained 
power would be brought within control of the 


law, so that the supremacy of the law would be 
a living fact and not a barren theory. 


It is possible that Mr. Goudy, not having 
had very large experience with the personnel 
of the newspaper office, has not reflected 
upon the practical difficulties that would 
stand in the way of the adoption of 
his personal journalism scheme. Tue 
Carcaco Trisunge has at least 200 men 
and women writing for it every day 
on its various pages and in its regular de- 
partments. How would it look for every 
item of local news and general local reports 
to be signed by each writer upon the large 
staff of city reporters, and what additional 
value or authority would they gain, when 
these items may have been suggested, amend- 
ed, or rewritten by another hand, which may 
also have incorporated in them some perti- 
nent opmion or comment? The editor-in- 
chief generally assigns half a dozen subjects 
a day to the various editorial writers. He 
often accompanies them with a memorandum 
of the points he wishes made, sometimes in- 
aicates the framework of the whole article, 
and at other times gives hints and directions 
for the writer to tollow. Should the writer 
himself select a subject, he will submit it to 
the consideration of the chief, so that the 
editorial page refiects the sentiments of the 
latter. It is only by an inspiration of this 
kind that it can preserve anything like unity 
or consistency.. But who should sign such 
articles, the editor-in-chief or the directed 
writer? In like manner the managing editor 
may suggest a score or more of topics in a 
single day, and the city editor as many more. 
Who is to sign these? 

Suppose that Mr. Goudy’s suggestion were 
carried out, of what benefit would it be to 
the public? True, an idle curiosity might be 
gratified by seeing the names of writers ap- 
pended to articles, but this would cease to be 
a novelty in a week’s time, and might even 
come to be a tiresome and monotonous ex- 
hibition of enforced self-assertion. Again, it 
could not be made a test of real authorship, 
since the public would be vonstantly misled 
as to the true writer or thinker of the article, 
and as to the real responsibility for the senti- 
ments sent forth. Personal journalism of this 
kind would be of no benefit in cases of libel, 
for the proprietors of the newspaper are al- 
ready held responsible for its statements, not 
its writers or employés. 

The danger apprehended by Mr. Goudy, 
that the press may combine to prejudice the 
interests of the-public or harm the people, 
exists only in his own imagination. News- 
papers notoriously disagree with one another, 
unless the subject matter is one where all 


the honest and decent citizens are on one 


side of the question or some crime has been 
committed. Upon all the ordinary matters 
and policies of life there are the same 
difference of opinion and widespread 
discussion among newspapers that are 
to be found among individuals, and 
there always will be. Newspaper editors are 
as well grounded in their likes and dislikes 
and as diverse ia their views as other people. 
It is an old saying, applicable to Mr. Goudy’s 
profession, that “no rogue e’er felt the 
halter draw with good opinion of the law.“ 
It is not remarkable that lawyers defending 
great and rich knaves, robbers, and boodlers, 
and seeking to shield them from the penalty 


of their crimes by effecting their escape 
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ot the press. But Mr. Goudy occupies too ex- 
alted a tion at the bar to censure the 
press for doing ite duty to the public in 
such cases. He is fur above the ne- 

cessity of quarreling with it on any such 
grounds and can afford to leave protests to 
those who are the most nearly touched by its 
comments. When he says, There may even 
be apparent editorial articles, but in fact 
written to further some corrupt scheme, for 
which a dollar a line is paid,“ he should bear 
in mind that no newspaper is as likely to sell 
its opinions for a dollar a line, or for any 


other sum, as its virtuous critics, whether of 


the bar or any other profession, are to sell 
theirs for a fee. People living in giass 
houses should be careful about stone-throw- 
ing. If Mr. Goudy is desirous of doing mis- 
sionary work and reforming the existing 
condition of things there is a rich fleld in his 
own profession. If he could devise a law by 
which lawyers could be held personally re- 
sponsible for the restriction and defeat of 
justice and for the escape of offenders he 
would greatly relieve the press and would 
closé one avenue of its criticism which is in 
constant use. Mr. Goudy’s proposition is 
both impracticable and useless,since personal 
journalism could be of no possible benefit to 
the public, but, on the other hand, would 
constantly mislead it. 


WHAT WILL THE SYNDICATE DO? 

Mr. Yerkes says the syndicate which he 
represents will certainly not accept the 
West Side cable ordinance as it passed the 
Council Monday evening. His principal ob- 
jection seems to be to the proviso, inserted 
on the motion ot Ald. Hamline, that the 
street-car company shall keep the streets on 
which ite tracks are laid paved from curb to 
curb., This would, no doubt, entail consider- 
able expense on the company. But the pro- 
vision is, nevertheless, just. There is a 
similar one in the ordinances of the streat- 
car companies doing business in the city 
that Yerkes hails from. The street-car traf- 
fic drives the wagon traffic to the sides of 
the streets, and the pavement is worn{out 
rapidly in consequence. The corporations 


responsible therefor should bear the expense 


of repairing the damage. It is discreditable 
to past City Councils that such provisions 
were not inserted in street-car ordinances 
long ago. 

But in the present case it is not a question 
so much of justice as expediency. The peo- 
ple of the West Division want rapid transit. 
Yerkes says he is willing to accede to their 
wishes in this respect within reasonable time 
if the Council will permit him to do so with- 
out great expense, for which ne sees no chance 
to indemnify himself and his employers. He 
says the adoption of the pavement-from-curb- 
to-curb proviso precludes the possibility of 
going ahead with his intention to cable the 
West Side lines now. It is probable that he 
would have acceded to the terms of the ordi- 
nance as reported from the committee, in- 
cluding the provision for selling twenty-five- 
ride tickets at a dollar. This would no doubt 
be a valuable concession to the patrons of 
the companies, but 1t would not entail such a 
loss on the corporation as Yerkes has pre- 
tended. Tickets for twenty-two rides are 
sold now fora dollar. The sale of twenty- 
five-ride dollar tickets would of course be 
mach greater. It would increase the traffic 
of the company, which would also gain by 
the greater percentage of loss of tickets, and 
in other ways. It may be that the syndicate 
behind Yerkes will accept the ordinance as 
it stands, and that Yerkes has no authority |* 
to reject it absolutely. 

The Council at any rate has placed itself in : 
a position for negotiation with the street-car 
magnate. It has made its offer. Let us hear 
what Yerkes has to offer in return. Cer- 
tainly the Philadelphian cannot make large 
dividends for his employers by operating the 


West Side roads on the present plan. With 


the Badenoch ordinance in force it would be 
still worse. It will be well to wait for some 
days before concluding that Yerkes and the 
Yerkes syndicate will reject the ordinance 
as passed. 

One feature from which good citizens will 
derive considerable satisfaction in connec- 
tion with this matter is that there is evi- 
dently an honest though not very strong 
majority of the Council who have 
resolutely set themselves to the good work 
of compelling corporations to pay the city a 
fair equivaient for the valuable franchises 
they seek. On the other hand, the people 
fully understand the motives of the feilows 
who have followed the lead of the Alderman 
from the West Side Police Court in trying to 
load down the ordinance with amendments 
that they must have known would be impos- 
sible of acceptance and which were not ger- 
mane to the subject. The Police Court Al- 
derman is apparently desirous of succeeding 
to the position left vacant by the temporary 
retirement of Colvin, and such statesmen as 
Mueller, Yore, Deal, Carney, Hillock, and 
Sheridan are ready to back him up.

Mrs. Adelaide Boiton- 
Jordan sang Graben-Hoffmann's Margaret at 
the Spinning-Wuneel,“ which, while not a copy, 
often suggests Schubert's wonderful setting of 
the same text. It is quite evident that tne song 
could not have been what it is had not 
Schubert preceded the composer. In fact, 
at times, Hoffmann seems to have peen 
obliged to use considerable exertion to avoid 
Schubert's phrases, which often suggest them- 
selves to the listener, as they must have done to 
the composer. Mrs. Jordan sang with no little 
intensity, producing a marked dramatic effect 
with the song, which is very expressive, though 
scarcely equal to its famous predecessor. The 
concert closed with Haydn’s delightful quartet 
in D major (No. 14), containing one of the 
master’s most celebrated largos. The perform- 
ance of this movement was one of the principal 
features of the entertainment. In tone, quality, 
and phrasing it was highly satisfactory. The 
minuet contained some roughness and impure 
tones, as did also the closing presto, but both 
were for the most part enjoyable. The audience 
was both large and appreciative. '

Iowa Roads and Freight Rates. 

The General Freight Agents of the various 
roads interested in the Council Bluffs and Oma- 
ha freight. traffic held a meeting yesterday at the 
office of Chairman Faithorn of the Western and 
Northwestern Railway Freight Bureau. The 
principai 8 considered was a proposition 
to upply e reduction in rates on classes C, 
D, and E. and on coal made by the Southwestern 
Association roads to Kansas City and other 
Southwestern Missouri River points, also on 
business in those classes to Council Bluffs and 
Omaha. It was agreed to make no change in 
the present rates to Council Bluffs and Omaha, 


dut at competitive points any road which desires 
to do so may quote the reduced rates of the 


Southwestern roads, This action, however, is 
not final and will again be considered by 
the General Managers next Thursday. There is 
but little probability that the Western roads will 
be able to maintain a higher rate on freight in 
their territory than 1s made by the Southwestern 
lines. Such a policy would force all the business 
to and from points beyond the Missouri River 
via Kansas City, Atchison. or St. Joseph, and 
the Omaha an Counc Bluffs merchants would 
soon be up in arms against such discrimination. 
Nothing was done yesterday regarding the pro- 
reduction in grain and cattle rates from 
maha. These questions will also be consid- 
ered by the General Managers next Thursday. 
So far as the reduction in grain rates is con- 
cerned there is but little prospect that it can be 
prevented unless the Southwestern roads should 
decide not to make the reduction, which is 
quite improbable, as the notice has alre been 
given. hether live-stock rates will re- 
duced or not depends entirely on the Burlington. 
This is the only road that threatens to make a 
reduction on cattle rates if the Rock Island con- 
tinues to take live stock in Burton palace-cars at 
the same rates asin common cars. The Rock 
Island has made a contract with the Burton com- 
pany for a term of years, which it claims can- 
not be annulied, and consequently the Burling- 
ton will either have to submit to the transporta- 
tion of live stock in palace stock-car@. at the 
same rates as in common cars or it will have to 
reduce the rates, in which event all the other 
roads will make the same reduction. If the cat- 
tle rates are reduced the Central Iowa Road says 
it will retaliate by reducing grain rates, and as 
the Burlington is anxious to prevent a material 
reduction in 2 rates from Iowa points it may, 
after all, desist from making the proposed re- 
duction in cattle rates. 


East-Bound Passenger Affairs. 

The Passenger Department of the Central 
Traffic Association held a meeting yesterday at 
the office of Vice-Chairman Daniels and trans- 
acted considerable business.

A 
rate of one fare for the round trip 
subject to the approval of the Western States 
Passenger Association, Transcontinental Asso- 
ciation, and Trunk Line Passenger Committee 
was agreed upon for the National. Educational 
Association at San Francisco next July. The 
Vice-Chairman was authorized to file with the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission at Washing- 
ton all joint rate sheets published in the terri- 
tory of the association in which members of the 
association are interested. It was agreed to 
make no changein Florida rates until Feb. 1. 
The next meeting of the Passenger Department 
of the Central Traffic Association was fixed for 
Cincinnati Feb. 7, when a generai meeting of all 
lines in the territory of the association with the 
rate clerks and compilers is to be held to care- 
fully revise the basing rate sheet. The request 
for reduced rates for a lot of cheap land 
excursions to Kansas, Tennessee, Florida, 
and other points was declined, for 
the reason that, as these excursions were to 
extend over a long period, reaching in the middle 
of the summer, it was deemed inadvisable to 
make the rates from points in the territory of the 
Central Traffic Association. 

A meeting of the East-Bound Passenger Com- 
mittee is to be held at Chairman Daniels’ office 
at 11 o'clock this morning. A meeting of the St. 
Louis east-bound lines, with George H. Daniels 
as Chairman, is to be held at Louisville tomor- 
row. 


A Special Passenger Agreement. 

The Chicago & Alton, Wabash Western, and 
Missouri Pacific Railroads have made the follow- 
ing agreement regarding rates for special pas- 
senger-train service:
